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ABSTRACT 

Most of this report consists of data in tables 
covering the following items; the total instructional staff, the 
faculty under tenure rules, the temporary instructional staff, 
salaries, new faculty, the rate of promotion of faculty women, length 
of service to Michigan state University, women in administrative 
positions, women graduate students, total enrollments of women at 
Michigan State University, degrees granted to women at Michigan state 
University, changes in the number of women faculty since 1962, 
promotion recommendations, and other staff. The data are summarized 
in 2 pages. Findings include the fact that a greater percentage of 
men than woman are under tenure rules. Men*s salaries are generally 
higher. The scarcity of women in some fields does not always reflect 
a scarcity of women with doctorate degrees. A greater percentage of 
women applicant were accepted to graduate study than men, yet a 
smaller percentage of women than of men received financial aid. And 
while women students have increased significantly among enrollees and 
degrees earned in a 9 year period, the number of women faculty under 
tenure j'ules remained the same. (LR)

Introduction 

On February 23, 1970, the Provost asked the Office of Institutional 
Research to compile whatever available data might be useful in responding 
to recent Inquiries regarding the number and status of professional women 
on the campus of Michigan State University. Specifically he requested 
data which might be studied to find whether discrimination against women 
exists on the campus, and, if so, what the nature of the discrimination 
is and where it exists. 

The report is organized around those areas where d iscrlfalnatlon Is 
most often suspected: 1) the number of faculty womern employed, their 
salary, rank, rate of promotion, and title, and 2) the number, status and 
pay scele of temporary women faculty, and 3) the number of women graduate 
students admitted, encouraged by financial aid, and finally awarded 
degrees • 

The report does -.not exhaust all the possibilities for d^'a useful 
for Investigation into the status of profe.., w. , but does include 

what It was possible to gather in a limited ti,rae. Data on professional 
women are not easily compiled, J[any of the records the University normally 
maintains do not include a code for sex, and where st;ch a code exists, 
the University has not always used it for coraplling reports. This report 
may thsn be considered a "first" in some areas.

A sui-imary of the findings 

1. During the fall terra, 1969, MSU had 2,097 faculty raerabers eraployed 

under tenure rules. Of these, 221 (10.5%) were woraen. (Tables 1 and 5) 

tenure rules. 4.9% of the professors were woraen 
and ^0 e professors; 13.6% of the assistant professors; 

and 29.2% of the instructors. X7oraen also accounted for 52.3% of the 
eraporary faculty (assistant instructor through professor), and 20.1% 
of the graduate assistants. (Table 5)

9. Th>_ scarcity of women in seme fields does not always reflect a jcarcitv 
of women with doctor's degrees. In Education, f c r example, ratio ^ 

V . doctorates awarded to men and women in 1955-68 in all U. iniver- 

sities was 4:1. The ratio of new MSU faculty employed in Ed ication' 

rules, in those years, was 15:1. The departraen i of Eng- 
History, Kumanities in the University College, and Che try 
added no women to their faculties in those years, although nwre doctor- 
ates were awarded to women in those fields than any others With the 
exception of Education, (Table 11) 
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10« Of thos 0 who applied for graduate study in 1S"68“69, a larger percent* 
age of v/omen than of men was admitted in every college except Agri- 
culture. (Table 19) 

11. Of those graduate students enrolled Fall Term, 1969, a smaller per- 
centage of women than of men received financial aid in the form of 
fellowships, scholarships, and/or graduate ass istanships . (Tables 20-21 

12. Women accounted for 35% of the total enrollment at MSU in 1960 and 
42% in 1969. Women accounted for 20% of the graduate enrollment 
in 1960 and 28% in 1969. (Table 22) 

13. The total'enrollment of men at MSU Increased 59.4% from 1960-69 and 
the enrollment of women 83.5%. (Table 23) 

14. In 1968-69, women t^ere av^arded 45% of the bachelor's degrees, 31% of 
the master's degrees, and 11% of the doctor's degrees. (Table 24) 

15. The percentage of women faculty under tenure rules during Fall Term, 

1969, was not much different from the percentage Fall Term, 1962. The 
largest increases were in Social Science and in the University College. 
(Table 25) . ^ 

16. About 9jS% of those recommended for promotion this spring are woujo. . 
Promotions have been recommended for 15.4% of the men now associate 
professors and 16.9% o the women now associate professors. Promotions 
have also been recommended for 20.6% of the men and 9.5% of the women 
now assistant professors, and 6.1% of the men and 4.3% of the women 
now instructors. (Table 26) 

17. Among staff members without faculty rank, 29.6% are women. Largest 
numbers of these are agricultural extension agents and librarians. 

(Table 27)
